CONDITION OF THE STATE. 


The merry, merry month of May 


it Dear at hand, with all its hopes 
and promises, with all its life anc 
joy, and we are sore the people wil 
appreciate its coming. 
With the 


opening of Spring a new impetus has 
been given, apparently, to all the 
varied resources of oar yonng State, 
and tbe ootlook for a season more 
prosperous than any we have yet- 
known is decidedly encouraging. The 
leading interest of the State—min 
ing—is assuming such vast propor- 
tions as to challenge the attention 
and 
admiration 
of the civilized 


world. The situation of affairs on 
the Comstock, as given by the Storey 
county papers, is calculated to be of 
incalculable value to Nevada. The 
bonanza is constantly 
improving, 


and the developments now being and 
about to be made in other of the 
leading mines in the district, lend an 
additional charm. This interest is 
not alone centered in the Comstock 
lode. The Pioche mines, the Eureka 
mines, those north of Elko, around 
Belmont, in Humboldt and Washoe 
counties, are showing better and bet- 
ter, day by day, as the steady work 
of exploration goes on, and the owners 
are confident that u rich harvest is in 
store for them. The theme is a pleas- 
ant one on which to dwell, but we do 
not believe all that can be now written 
about our mineral resources, would 
tell tbe half of the true story. 
Our 


agricultural prospects are brighter 
to-day than ever. Washoe takes the 
lead in this respect, and from per- 
sonal observation we know that her 
yield this year, if we do not have a 
dry season, will astonish the natives. 
The farmers of Carson Valley are 
also actively at work, and in Hum- 
boldt and Elko counties, much more 
attention than usual is being given to 
the agricultural interest. 
Our sage- 


brush lands produce as fine bunch- 
grass as can be found in any State in 
tha Union, and in consequence the 
grazing interest is not of secondary 
importance; as a cattle range the 
hills of the middle and southeastern 
portion of this State are uneqnaled 
by any other section of country on 
the Coast. 
Other minor industries 


are receiving due attention and care, 
and some of them will, sooner or 
later, spring into prominence. 
A 


general review of tbe entire condition 
of the State could not be compassed 
in a single newspaper article, but 
enough is here written to show that 
Nevada is progressing at a rapid rate 
and the writer hereof therein feels 
a justifiable pride. 


NEVADA STATE SKWS.

dition. The membership has already 
reached forty, and applications for 
membership are so numerous that 
special meetings are held weekly to 
confer degrees.
